Ever since civilization began to emerge 


from the ignorance, superstition, and the 
fixedness of the habits and customs 
which engulphed the earlier races of 
mankind, people have had to decide on 
questions of more or less importance, and 
it has been the misfortune of many to be 
placed at times in situations where the 
proper course to pursue was either uncer- 
tain or obscure 
But as light and intelli- 


gence gradually open up the way before 
us. a large portion of this uncertainty and 
obscurity disappears. What might have 
been a debatable question fifty years ago 
is not one now. We of the present even 
wonder that certain questions were form- 
erly supposed to have two sides to them. 


It is painful to many persons to be 


called upon to decide upon a new issue. 
"Let us alone; what have we to do with 
thee," is the language of their hearts. 
But soon or late the onward march of an 
advancing civilization pushes them to the 
wall, and they are ready to exclaim : 


" I ne'er was so set by dilemma 


That ev'ry way I turn doth hem me. " 
In a general way, however, these 


troublesome questions do not often arise. 
In fact, the most important of them are 
born only of centuries, and almost invar- 
iably, if not quite, the issue relates to 
humanity. 


I presume it may be truthfully said 


that where there is the most progress, 
questions of importance are the most nu- 
merous. Our own country has been a hot 
bed of vital questions. We no sooner 
dispose of one than we are doomed to en- 
counter another. To the man who is 
ready to sacrifice eel! to truth and right- 
eousness, these questions are welcome. 
To some others they are a vexation and a 
trouble. 


The great question of the Rebellion is 


still fresh (in the minds of all. It came 
upon'us apparently before we were ready 
for it. It caught us in all sorts of shapes. 
We were suddenly called upon to "choose 
whom we would serve." Nor were our 
decisions always|in accordance with pre- 
vious opinions, for it is well known that 
many who had beforehand declared they 
would join the South in case of sectional 
difficulty, were among the first to espouse 
the Union's cause. But, as is always the 
case, hundreds ot others for a long time, 
'' Kept up their wand'rings to and fro 
To see which way the wind would blow " 
But the decision had to come at last. 


There was no half way ground. Those 
who could not espouse one side or the 
other had the mortification of seeing 
themselves classed off by third parties. 


" Choose whom ye will serve," was the 


watchword. With the true loyalist and 
the honest rebel there was no dilemma. 
They knew where they stood. But it 
was a terrible ordeal for the weak-kneed, 
and for those whose principle were lock- 
ed up in safes, or carried about in their 
pockets. 


With the termination of those dark and 


trying days, thousands thought and doubt- 
less secretly prayed that no such dilemma 
would ever encompass them again. They 
hoped to spend the remainder of their 
days in making money, living ciiiy, and 
in being on good terms with every fellow 
whose interests did not clash with thcir's. 
But they reckoned without their host. Th» 
world moves. The ghost "will not down." 
Another great moral, social and political 
question has come to the surface, and 
again, as in times past the issue involves 
humanity. 


Many would naturally suppose that, in 


a question pertaining to humanity, every 
one would decide upon a moment's warn- 
ing. Not so ; we have in our little city 
quite a number—good people too—taking 
up the old refrain : 


" I ne'er was so set by dilemma 


That ev'ry way I turn doth hem me. " 
But the cry will not avail them. They've 


got to take one side or the other. They 
must walk up manfully to the scratch. 
"He that is not for me is against me," is 
as true now as it was in the days of the 
Apostles. And why should it be difficult 
for you to espouse one siJe or the other, 
Are not the lines sharply drawn between 
the matters at issue? Are not the terrible 
effects of alcoholic stimulants on individ- 
uals and communities on the one Bide, 
and the health and life-giving effects of 
temperance on the other, sufficiently ap- 
parent? 


With sufficient chaiity to acknowledge 


that there are a good many friends of 
temperance in Decatur who have partly 
made up their minds to vote the license 
ticket, I will here leavs the question for 
the present, hoping to be able in another 
article or two to so far shake their faith 
as to cause them to give the question a 
more serious consideration than they have 
hitherto done.
